The argument of the motion to set aside 
criminal information in the star route cases 
was resumed this morning 

Georze Bliss, special counsel, addressed the 
court in behalf of the government. He gave 
as the reason why the information was filed 
that the grand jury had adjourned until Octo- 
ber 5d, and what were regarded as some of the 
most important and effective overt acts 
had taken place on the first of October, and it 
was likely, therefore, that unless the proceed- 
ings Were begun in some form the plea of the 
stuiute of limitations would have been set up 
by the defendants. Mr. Bliss argued at length 
against the motion to quash the indictment 
voluntarily that the two sets might be combin- 
ed and tried at the same time by the original 
court, now constituted, Captain Barber, 
counse! for the defendant, asked if the judge 
advocate would agree that the court as now 
constituted should try both charges In the 
ease; the defendant preferred to be tried on 
the charges separately, to which he replied, 
he was not authorized to make any such 
agreement, but that if the second trial were 
held at this time, those detailed for first, 
would be called upon to act, so far as he was 
concerned, Court then adjourned until to- 
day, to emable the accused to decide the 
course he would pursue. ie 

Mr. Bliss in opening admitted that the 
action of the government in placing the infor- 
wation before the court was unusual, but not 
Without precedent, and said that it was the 
only direct way by which the government 
could place the fact properly before the jury. 
He commenced his argument by reading a 
numberof the authorities which he subse- 
quently filed in the shape of a_ brief. 
The main point made under these 
authorities Wiis thisat any person 
or persons guiity of any crime arising 
under the revenue laws of the United States, 
or incurring any fine or forfeiture by breaches 
of suid laws, may be prosecuted, tried and 
punished, provided the indictment or infor- 
mation be found at any time within five years 
after the committing of the offense, any pro- 
Vision to the contrary wotwithstanding, Some 
further authorities were cited by Mr. Bliss 
with reference to the question of conspir- 
acy, he maintaining that in this 
cause conspiracy could be proved 
and quite properly sustained. Referring to 
the position taken by the counsel for the de- 
fense yesterday, that Brady could not, as an 
executive officer, be prosecuted against by 
indictment—miuch less by information—Mr. 
Bliss said it seems extraordinary to him that 
these ventiemen should say we are not lable 
togrand jury inquest. Weare liable only to 
impeachment, and being out of oftice now, 
impeachment amounts to nothing. Any olfi- 
cer of the government could, then, after most 
corrupt practices, only resign. He referred 
to the Beiknap case as to the impracticability 
ofthe impeachment plan. Referring to the 
Tweed case, he said it was not alleged in the 
indictment against him thatany of the money 
ever went into his pocket, still counsel came 
here and jaugned because they did not al- 
lege in the information that any of the 
money went into General Brady s pocket, 
He then made a severe arraignment of Gen- 
eral Brady, who, he said, being entrusted 
with discretion by government, did not exer- 
cise that discretion for the rood people ot the 
government, but was using it for the good of 
afew by squeezing this man out and putting 
that man in, and squeezing this contractor or 
that to pay contributions. Perhaps, he urged, 
that before the defense finish this case they 
will seek to avail themselves of the prin- 
ciple which they laid down yesterday, that 
the members of congress, too, are exempt 
from such prosecution. Mr. Bliss was fol- 
lowed by Robert G. Ingersoll, of counsel, for 
the defendants, who called attention to the 
question of the probable cause. The affidavits 
and information were all the evidence and all 
the probable cause in the case. He desired to 
show how much it amounted to at evidenc:. 
This information, he said, appears to have 
been presented in this court not by the at- 
torney general, and he would say here that 
the attorney general had not a standing in 
this court. Toe government was represented 
here by the district attorney. This informa- 
tion was filed by the district attorney in part- 
nership with certain other gentlemen,.and he 
doubted whether the district attorney had 
any right to divide his responsibilities. He 
read from the first count of the information the 
section alleging that Brady, Turner, French, 
McDonough, Brown and others, corruptly 
conspired to defraud the government by pro- 
curing unnecessary compensation and to be

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The treasury department, owing to the 
relatively small sack of standard silver dollars 
now on had, has found it necessary to suspend 
the exchange of silver certifieates for gold 
coin or bullion, which was authorized under 
department circular No. 75, of the date of 
January 18, 1880. Referring to this subject to- 
day one of the treasury officials said: ‘The 
law authorizes the holder of silver bullion to 
deposit it in the treasury and take out certifi- 
cates. Two years ago the question was raised 
whether any one could take out 
gold from the treasury”) and = put in 
silver  vertificates.

Betts shook 
with emotion as it was delivered, At 13 minutes to 
one he shook hands with those on the scaffold, and 
asked that prayer be dffered again. Squire Thomp- 
son, an old colored preacher, then made a prayer. 
Betts, still kneeling, then made the following sim- 
ple prayer: 

“Our Heavenly Father and our God. I 
do feel thankful, this evening, for the glorious 

rivilege of calling on Thy holy name. I[ thank 
Thee this evening that everything is well with me, 
and that lenjoy the privilege of calling on Thee 
one more time. Our Heavenly Father. have mercy 
onme.

Sheriff Archer stepped from the 
scaffold, took up the rope that was con- 
nected with the trigger, gave it a gentle pull, and 
with a barely audible thud Betts went down. The 
fall was three and a half feet, but his neck was not 
broken thereby. In four minutes his pulse was ¢x-~ 
amined and found to be forty beats to the minute. 
In six minutes his pulse was gone, and in seven 
minutes life was extinet. The body was cut down 
by Sheriff Archer at eighteen minutes past one, 
placed in a good board coffin and buried at the ex- 
pense of the county by the sheriff. 

The very best order prevailed throughout the 
duy. There was little orno drunkenness, and no 
rows. There was ageneral feeling of satisfaction 
at the mannerin which the execution Was conduct 
ed; and thus ends the double tragedy in Clayton.

It at first seems 
asio iishing that with such large losses to the staple 
crop he systematic attempt should have been made 
by the people of the South to overcome this—the 
manter s Werstenemyv: thatno enthusiastic natu- 
ralist mould have arisen penene rou citbher before or 
witerth: wertotake hold of the problem and at 
berest snonall the aid that science and intelli.

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This is all monsence, for very much the same indif. 
ference has been exhibited in the North in respec 
of many of the worst insect enemies of northern 
staples, and it is only of late years that the first and 
simplest facts in the life-history of most of these 
have been discovered. The explanation is to be 
found, rather, in the genera! indifference to natural 
history studies and natural science that prevailed 
until recently, and to some extent still prevails, in 
our edueational institutions, in which all 
practical knowledge used to be totally subordinated 
to classics and the liberal arts. Oneot the speakers, 
Mr. (rarsed, atthe dinner given on these grounds on 
Tuesday evening, in my judgment, uttered a truth 
pregnant with import ance, not only to you of the 
routh, butto the whole country, when he urged 
that what you most need here is fewer protes- 
sional and more skilled artisans and Mme- 
chanics .I would farther and maintain that 
higher and above this need is the need of eradica- 
ting from the rainds of our young men the idea that 
manual labor in any field is degrading, or that to be 
a gentleman you must avoidit.

Why, were it 
not forthe various natural checks upon the geomet- 
rical increase of the species, successful ootten eul- 
ture, with all our improved methods for destroyit “gg 
the pest. would be utterly impossible. Remove 
the barriers and the flood comes. The occasional 
impotence of the natural checks,through one cause 
or another, very quickly gives the cotton worm the 
mastery in the struggle for existence and prec ipt- 
— itu a n usin multitudes almost asif by magic. 
I have frequenily referred to the southern part of 
the cotton belt, because the insect acts differently 
in the southern portion of the belt, where it hiber- 
nates from what it does in the northern portion. 
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Here it appears later and only after haying become 
eccessively multiplied further south. 

The manufacturers here present have laid stress 
on the importance of cleansing your ,otton from 
sand, leaf and other trash before shipme nt,and Mr. 
Atkinson emphasized the point in his address, ves- 
terday. Itmay not be generally known that itis | 
the gnawing of the worm which causes the staining 
and fragments of leafin the cotton, and that this is 
much more difficult to remove in ginning than 
sand orearth, and I wish you particularly to bear 
in mind that for this reason the destruction of the 
worm will pay you ten times its cost, even when the 
worm Comes too late to otherwise injure the crop. 

Now I feel that I haye got on toa theme 
concern to you all, but | must pass overmany ques- 
tions of interest, if] am to reach the chief object of 
my remarks. To treat of the conditions of soil ane 
plant most favorable to the cotton worm: the mete- 
or logical influences affecting it: the migrations of 
the moth; the mannerof hibernation: the parasites 
and other natural enemies, would require many 
hour’s time, and I must pass them by for the pres 
ent. Before proceeding to the more practical con- 
siderations, however, | wish to say a few words by 
way of comparison. of anotherimportant enemy of 
the eotton crop, viz: the boll worm.

From the facts here presented itis obvious that 
poisons applied to the under surface of the leaves 
wWillaccomplish far more good than when thrown 
on the upper surface as has been the common cus- 
tom. They will more surely killthe voung worms 
before these do any damage; they will tend to kill 
the moths, and they will likewise kill the young 
boll worms. Time will not permit me to into 
details as to the different substances that may be 
used for the destruction of these worms. It suffices

We have rotary fan blowers for throwing fluid 
poison.
